Shanghai—Advance* on nil fronts 


but particularly west of Talhu (Lake) 
and near Kiating. In the Lluho sector

Lungwha headquarters of the Chelc- 
lang troops holding back the Klang-

The second army under command 


of General Chen Tao San, including 
the Fourth division and part of the 
Tenth division of tho Chekiang troops, 
as well as some forces from Fulden 
province south of Chekiang, has been 
fighting on the west side of Talhu 
since Sunday, attacking 
northward 


from Changhing, about 15 nilles south 
of the provincial border. The objec- 
tive of this attack Is the 
city of 


Changschow. 
on 
the 
Shanghai- 


Nanking railway and the 
Grand 


canal. 
Capture of that city would 


permit the 
Chekiang forces 
to 


cut the railway In the rear of the Ki- 
angsu forces attacking Shanghai. 


If this move can be carried out, the 


Chekiang generals plan to attack tne 
Kiangsu troops simultaneously on two 
sides—on the west from Changchow, 
and on the east from Hwangtu, a 
present point of battle contact on the 
railway.

NEW FRONT CREATED 


Armies of General Chang Tso Lin, 


•war lord of Manchuria, were In the 
field Monday 
sweeping down from 
Manchuria towards Peking against the 
forces of General Wu Pel Fu, his old 
military rival, to create a new front 
In China's civil war which has been 
confined to fighting west and south of 
Shanghai between rival military gov- 
ernors for the possession of the gate- 
way city. 
The latest military gesture of Chi- 


na's Internal complications will make 
the territory between Mukden, the 
principal city of Manchuria, and Pe- 
king in Chlhli provlno an armed 
camp 1,000 miles away from the 
Shanghai line of warfare. 
Out of a series of reports received 


here Monday there was an indication 
that military orders issued from Pe- 
king showed that activities were un- 
derway in provinces dividing the sep- 
arated fields of battle and boforo many 
hours the area from Shanghai to Pe- 
king would be one connected point of 
conflict. 750 miles in length.

Chi Shieh Yuan, military governor of 
Kiangsu province, have been battling 
for four days against tho defending 
forces of General L. Yung Hsiang, 
military governor 
of Chekiang pro- 


vince, for possession of Shanghai, no 
decisive battle has been fought.

Washington, D. C. — Addressing a 


group of labor leaders who assembled 
here Monday 
to discuss ways and 


means of cooperating In support of 
the Independent presidential ticket. 
Senator 
Robert 
M. LaFollette de- 


clare^ that "one of the fundamental 
issues In this campaign is the high 
cost of living1 as It was In 1912 when 
Woodrow Wilson clearly defined it In 
understandable terms." 


"Shall tho people of America con 


tlnue to be subjected to the control of 
the special Interests which crack the 
whip In the corridors of the capitol. 
swaggering In the White House, 'dic- 
tate appointments In'the cabinet and 
control the markets of the country?" 
asked Mr. LaFollette. "These powers 
have been in control, otherwise we 
would not have had a Palmer or a 
Daugherty in the councils of the na 
tlon." 


Asserting that the coming election 


will show whether the American peo< 
pie "are strong enough to repossess 
themselves of the government origin- 
ally designed for them, the "Wisconsin 
senator declared "there had been a 
"false basis of reckoning the advance 
in living costs adopted In the ca 
paign." 


"Living costs" he °ald, "started to 


mount in 1897. artificially increased 
by the high tariff law and the strang- 
ling of competition.

T'.iat was where America took -.her 


first "nicking." 
The coinage value 


of one ounce of silver was 
SI.29. 


Selling silver for SI an ounce Amer- 
ica lost 29 cents on every ounce she 
sold.

she lost about S73.000.000.

silver dollars in tne country had been 
in the neighborhood of $570,000,000.

price for which it had been sold. 


Tue secretary cud ?o—paid 
SI an 


ounce for silver bullion under

provisions of the a<*t. 
This despite 


the fact that silvor had dropped in 
price to between 60 and 70 cents an 
ounce. 


In this way America took her sec- 


ond "nicking." losing from SO to 40 
cents an ounce on approximately 
270.000.000 ounces—a loss of more 
than $100,000.000. 


Then came the third 
"nicking." 


England had paid for melting the sli- 
ver dollars into bullion—but America 
had to pay for coining the silver 
bullion into dollars.

Grouping Pupils According to 
Ability 
and 
Personality— 


Finds It Best Method. 


Colleges are no longer the only place 


where personality is taken into con- ) 
sideration in the matter of classify- 
ing children for school work. Grade 
schools all over the country are adopt- 
ing the standard tests and mental 
quizes, according to A. G. Oosterhaus 
principal of the First ward 
school, 


who has been taking a course in just 
such tests at the University of Chi- 
cago this summer. 
By these tests 


the ability of the student may be de- 
termined, his particular bent may be 
discovered and the speed of his mental 
process may be measured to a certain 
degree. It is far more important that 
children be grouped according'to their 
temperaments and abilities than that 
college people, who have found them- 
selves and are glad and determined to 
strike for personal independence, be 
classified. 


If one has ever had to look back 


at ten or more schoolmates plodding 
up the hill, and hated to have to wait 
for them, or if he has ever been one 
of the plodders and resented the fact 
that he always had to hurry and wor- 
ry about catching up, he will see the 
wisdom in the grouping system, "Mr. 
Oosterhaus declares. It is fair that 
leaders be given enough work to de- 
velop their full capacity; and in this 
normal development of 
exceptional 


minds, the conceit is avoided that is 
the inex'itable result of being the one 
whom the teacher finally turns to for 
the correct answer to a question. If 
leaders work and play with leaders, 
they will know keen competition and 
a joy in the work that is suited to 
their capacities and temperaments. A 
leader .belongs to the "rapid group" 
in the new system. 


FAIREST TO SLOW ONES 


On the other 
hand, the 
slower 


types of minds are given a fairer 
show under this mfhtod. 
It is not 


the fault of the individual if he can- 
not move 
as fast 
as bis fellows; 


therefore, he deserves to pass if he 
has done his best, and he will never 
te resentful of the more exceptional 
minds, if he is given credit for 
his 


own. 
He will try to excel in 
his 


particular group, 
and will always 


have the rosy future of perhaps be-

group.

Teachers are benefited tremendous- 


ly by their ability to measure what 
each group is capable of accomplish- 
Ing. And as schools grow larger, as 
in junior high school, for instance, 
groups may be chosen 
with much 


greater nicety, 
and 
consequently, 


with a greater democracy. For ex- 
ample, in a garde- of 60 children, only 
three groups are possible. They are 
rapid, middle, and slow. 


In grades of 160 or more, there may 


be flva or six groups. 
In this way 


attention may be- paid to personal 11 
Inclination, and hobby, as well as to 
grasp and speed of mental progress.

The book is 
published by the Safeiy First league of 
Xew York City. The author is Joseph 
Grondahl. 


Mr. Grondahl gives two rules for avoid- 


ing accident and trouble. Speed manics 
and strict disciplinarians may not like his 
advice. But it is very good. "There's 
only one way even to approximate safety — 
when driving a car," he says. "You've 
got to act on the assumption—always— 
that the fellow driving the other car is a 
fool. 
The other fellow has the right of 


•n-ay—always. 
It is better to be a live 


hero than a dead coward. It takes cour- 
age to stay behind." 


"We "have always noticed that practi- 


cally all the drivers who are in a hurry 
have more time than they know what to 
do with and have no place in particular 
to which to go. They are simply in a 
hurry. The fellow who always demands 
right of way is the first to push into a 
jam, turns the corner sharply to the left 
and parks his car so that it obtrudes into 
the street: he is the fellow who never re- 
spects the rights of any one. 


Mr. Grondahl is right in maintaining 


that accidents are caused generally by 
fools and cowards. Fools and cowards 
are reckless. Drivers whose time is val- 
uable drive carefully. 
They believe in 


safety. 
There is no progress in speed. 


They travel sanely at z. fair average 
speed, and they reach their destinations, 
instead'of a hospital, jail or morgue. 


Stop a few speeders and ask them 


where they are going, and what they are 
doing. Their answers will corroborate Mr. 
Grondahl's asserton. The other fellow is 
a fool, especially if he is in a hurry and 
insists on his rights. Accident arid death 
from automobile driving must be reduced 
by inducing drivers to" be careful. 
Look 


on the other fellow as a fool and be cau- 
tious. Then there will be no more fools 
at the wheel. 


CRIME 


"Word from Chicago is that the Loeb- 


Leopold hearing will cost that communi- 
ty not less than $600.000. That sum is 
less than a regular trial would have cost, 
but it is illuminative in that it informs 
the public, not only there but everywhere, 
that crime is expensive in dollars and 
cents, to say nothing of its hideousness.

soon as these as discovered by the dentlsts's peri- 
odic inspection, are tho objects of the campaign 
which is being waged for the preservation of the 
tcoth^ of the rising generation. The first part of 
the program is a great -waste of time, energy and 
money for it is based on an exploded theory. But 
the second part of the program is of the utmost 
value and importance. 
Toothbrush or no to"th- 


brush, it is an excellent rule ot health to visit 
one's dentist early and often. If the teeth need 
cleaning let the dentist clean them, for he knows 
how and has the equipment to do it properly. Even 
though you use the toothbrush indefatigably and 
strictly according to Hoyle. the chances are that 
you must still visit the dentist periodically to have 
your teeth properly cleaned. Tartar deposits, for 
instance, are as adamant to the toothbrush. 


The layman is more impressed" by such opera- 


tions as reimplanation of teeth which have been 
extracted, and by the transplantation of teeth from 
one person to another—operations which American 
dentists do with conspicuous success. But more 
impressive than these spectacular operations, to 
my'mind, is the great-routine humdrum every day 
office work of the dentist, such as the operation 
of "scaling the roots." and thereby saving teeth 
otherwise doomed to drop out from pyorrhea, the 
discovery and painless filling of minute cavities 
before the carious process has seriously damaged 
the tooth structure, and the many ingenious pro- 
cedures the modern dentist summons to his aid In. 
correcting malformations and irregularities of the 
teeth. 
In some schools, where the dental hygiene pro- 


gram Is advanced so far that it Is quite out of 
sight of the general hygiene program, they have 
"toothbrush drills." to teach the youngsters how to 
brush their teeth. A childish thing, to be sure. 
Far better give 'em each an apple and let 'em clean 
their teetli in the natural way.

Tonsils to Heart 


My little girl, 9 years old. Is in bed with inflamma- 


tion'of the lining of the heart (the doctor explained 
that is endocarditis). The doctor said it was caused 
by poison drainage from her tonsils. I would like 
your advice about having her tonsils removed by 
X-ray. . . " . (Mrs. B. E. J.) 


Answer—In other word's, some of the germs 


which are grown or cultivated In the diseased ton- 
sils found their way. through the circulation to the 
heart and lodged on. the lining of the heart and set 
up an Inflammatory process there A notoriously 
common complication of tonsillitis or of chronical- 
ly diseased tonsils in young persons. A frequent- 
ly unrecognized cause of valvular disease, for in 
some cases tho occurrence of the endocarditis is at- 
tended with such slight symptoms that it is not 
suspected at the time and only months or years 
afterward does tho valvular damage manifest it- 
self. In many cases of endocarditis, careful treat- 
metft being given, tho trouble subsides without leav- 
ing any valvular injury behind it. I can give no 
advico about the treatment 
of your daughter's 


tonsils. That is a problem for her own doctor to 
consider, and ho will know better than any one elao 
what should be done. Tonsils cannot be removed 
by X-ray. In certain cases simply enlarged tonsils 
may be gradually made to shrink by X-ray treat- 
ments, but X-ray treatments are of doubtful value 
against Infected and diseased tonsils.

NOT A SEKIOUS BREAK 


Because of all this the Shakespere- 


Bacon controversy hardly enjoys the 
dignity of something that can be tak- 
en soriously by a serious literary 
scholar. Usually when It is mention- 
ed it isMaughed out of court, and be- 
'ore 
tho attempt, can ever be made 


seriously to establish Francis Bacon 
as tha author of the^ plays by meth- 
ods that shall follow^the, rules of ex-- 
dence, a vast amount of prejudice 
ivill have to be removed which has 
been built up by the "lunatic fringe" 
of which there is always plenty in 
hings literary as well as in things 
political. 


Most people do not even know that

But Mark Twain has been a humor- 


st for so many years that when he 
became ssrious ho was treated liko 
the boy who cried "Wolf" once too 
often. He was not taken very seri- 
ously and his advocacy of the Bacon 
theory did not make a very strong 
Impression, even though his essay 
is' one of Mark Twain's most telling 
pieces of writing. 


But there has beon serious schol- 


ars who have taken up tho cudgels 
for Bacon. Tho latest are Lord Syd- 
cnhnm of ComVe and H. Crouch Bat- 
hclor who produce their evidence in 
the "English Review." They call tho 
Shrfkcspere authorship of the plays 
tho "great myth" which Is "unique in 
tho long1 and painful history of hu- 
man credulity," and they believe there 
Is "not a shade of valid evidence to 
connect the man from Stratford with 
the authorship ot his immortal plays." 


Ix>rd Sydenham and H. Crouch Bat- 


chelor do something that has seldom 
been done by those who dispute tho 
Sliakcspcre authorship of the plays. 
They provide a motive for hiding tho 
Identity of Lord Bacon in connection 
with tho writing of tho dramas. They 
point out that if Bacon 
had been 


known to havo writtcr. tho plays, h» 
could never have become Lord Chan- 
cellor. For a similar reason John 
Hay hid tho fact thnt he was tho au- 
thor of "The Breadwinners:" ho wan- 
ted to b« president and if Ms author- 
ship of that novel had become known 
nil :ila political ambitions would have 
been killed.
